BANQUET IS GIVEN 
BY LOCAL DEALERS 


President Vesper and Sec- 
retary Peake, of Nation- 
al Association, Delivered 
Principal Addresses Be- 
fore 500 Guests at Ban- 
quet Last Night. 


If any of the 500 automobile deal- 
ers who attended the banquet given 
Wednesday evening at the Capital 
City club by the Atlanta Automobile 
association to thé newly-organized 
section for the southeast of the Na- 
tional Automobile Dealers’ associa- 
tion went with any idea that the au- 
tomobile industry was a game or a 
pleasure-catering business they were 
entirely disabused of such an idea 
by the speakers of the evening, the 
principal one of whom was F, W. A. 
Vesper. president of the national or- 
Ranization. 

Mr. Vesper told his listeners, who 
came from every state in the south- 
east. that the automobile business in 
thirteen years had grown to be the 
third largest industry in the world, 
and represented a total invested cap- 
itafof $1,297,000,000, and was, there- 
fore, not one to be placed in a per- 
sonal service class rather than that 
of merchandising. Denying that au- 
tomobiles were manufactured as Jux- 
uries, he stated that 80 per cent of 
the cars sold were for utility pur- 
poses, 

With Mr. Vesper came E. E. Peake, 
secretary of the National Automobile 
Dealers’ association, and both were 
called on for addresses at the busi- 
ness session during the day and 
again at the evening gathering. 
They were enthusiastic over the 
large attendance at the convention 
and the splendid beginning made by 
the organization of the southeastern 
dealers. There are already branches 
of the national association in other 
Parts of the .country. and it is 
thought that the formation of a co- 
operating body in the southeast will 
offer many benefits and much pro- 
tection to the retail automobile men 
of the section dtting the after-war 
period of readjustments, especially. 

Dobbs Is Toastmaster. 

The first speaker on Wednesday 
evening was George D. McCutcheon, 
southern manager of the Buick Mo- 
tor company, who welcomed the vis- 
itors from the Atlanta Automobile 
association and introduced the toast- 
master, 8S. C. Dobbs, president-elect 
the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Mr. Dobbs first presented Mr. 
Peake, Who confined his remarks 
to a few statements as to the dif- 
ficult period through which the au- 
tomobile people had gone and a plea 
for continued co-operation among 
those concetned so that the happiest 
results might be accomplished. 

In calling upon Clark Howell to 
talk on the subject of good roads, 
Mr. Dobbs said that he was the 
father of the Dixie highway and 
had built more roads on paper than 
any man in Georgia. 

Mr. Howell said that the automo- 
bile industry had done more for the 
development of this country in 
bringing- the country together, in 
bringing the city to the country 
and the country to the city than 
any other influence. But the de- 
velopment of good roads in the 
southeast in comparison with that 
in. other sections had been very 
slow, he added.

At Peace Meeting 


For “‘Dry’’ World 


Speaker at Prohibition 

Convention Says Some- 
how -“Dry” Sentiment 
Must Make Itself Felt 
at Peace Conference. 


Columbus, Ohio, November 20.— 
That prohibition throughout the 
United States soon will be an estab- 
lished fact is the expression of dry 
leaders who are attending the world- 
wide prohibition conference here, 
and their chief aim in the future 
will be establishing prohibition 
throughout the world, speakers de- 
clared. 

William Jennings Bryan addressed 
the conference tonight, applauded 
loudly today when Ernest H. Cher- 
rington, general manager of the pub- 
lishing interests of the Anti-Saloon 
league, declared that “hereafter no 
president who is not representative 
of the prohibition conscience of the 
United States must sit in the white 
house.” 

The peace conference as a means 
of spreading the prohibiiton move- 
ment into countries as yet untouch- 
ed by anti-saloon forces was advo- 
cated tonight. 

Rev. P, A. Baker, national super- 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon league, 
addressing the meeting, said that 
“somehow _ prohibition sentiment 
must make itself felt at the peace 
table,” but he did not indicate just 
what means might be adopted to 
further the purposes of the organ- 
ization. 

William J. Bryan, former secretary 
of state, aroused applause when he 
alluded to the probable signing by 
President Wilson within a day or 
two of the national war prohibition 
bill. Mr. Bryan declared that the 
sale of intoxicating beverages on 
the continent of North America is 
nearing its end rapidly, and that 
when prohibition has become effec- 
tive in the United States and Can- 
ada, officials of other nations should 
be invited here to note the results 
which he believes wtil be most con- 
vincing and effective in the ad- 
vancement of the conference’s aim 
of international prohibition. 

Mr. Baker, in speaking of the 
world-wide movement, said: 

“The time is opportune for a 
great, aggressive, world-wide move- 
ment against the alcohol drink traf- 
fic. When the peace treaty is signed 
we will be in a new world wherein 
righteousness will flourish less hin- 
dered than at any period in the past. 
If weak nations are to be protected 
from the brutality of the strong, 
weak men and women should be pro- 
tected from those who would coin 
coon weakness and wickedness Into 
cash.”

The inquiry into political activity 
began when John Gardner was eall- 
ed to the stand.

Washington, November 20.—lIour- 
teen million dollars’ worth of opium 
purchased by the Chinese govern- 
ment from foreign opium merchants 
at Shanghai, is to be destroyed, ac- 
cording to a cablegram received to- 
dav from Pekin by the Chinese le- 
kation.

J. M. MDONALD, 
UNDER SENTENCE, 
GIVEN NEW TRIAL 


Solicitor John A. Boykin announc- 
ed Wednesday that a new trial has 
been granted by the state court 
of appeals to James M. McDonald, 
a former well-known citizen of Mis- 
Sissippi, who is under a twenty-year 
sentence for the slaying of Joe Jung, 
an Atlanta Chinese merchant, at the 


Southeastern fair grounds last fall 
previous to the opening of the fair. 

McDonald was released from the 
Tower shortly after his conviction 
on a bond of $10,000, pending the out- 
come of his appeal. He is living in 
Atlanta and is engaged in govern- 
ment work. The $10,000 bond was 
raised by his friends in Mississippi 
and his trial was attended by Guv- 
ernor Bilbo, of that state, who is 
a personal friend of McDonald. 

He was convicted of the. offense 
of manslaughter after a trial which 
lasted a week and which aroused 
much interest. Joe Jung and Mc- 
Donald, who, at the time of the slay- 
ing, was manager of the conces- 
sions at the fair, had a dispute over 
the location of Jung’s concession 
which ended in McDonald striking 
Jung on-the head with a heavy in- 
strument. 

The court of appeals granted a 
new trial on two grounds, that 
Judge Hill committed an error in 
allowing the introduction of testi- 
mony by the state as to the peace- 
able nature of Jung and ‘that he 
erred in not charging the jury on in- 
voluntary manslaughter. The date 
for the second trial had not been de- 
cided, owing to the illness of At- 
torney Harvey Hill, who was asso- 
ciated in the prosecution of Me-

20 Submarines Surrender- 
ed 30 Miles Off Harwich. 
Surrender Received on 
Board British Cruiser. 


London, November 20.—Twenty 

German submarines were surrend- 
ered to Rear Admiral Reginald W. 
Tyrwhitt. 30 miles off Harwich, this 
morning at sunrise, according to a 
press association dispatch. These 
are the first U-boats to be turned 
over to the allies by Germany.

Anti-Bolshevik Troops 
Capture Kiev—National 
Assembly Flees and Cos- 
sacks Form New Gov- 


ernment. 


Copenhagen, November 20.—The 
Ukrainian government has been 
overturned and Kiev has been cap- 
tured by troops from Astrakhan, ac- 
cording to Kiev dispatches to Swed- 
ish newspapers. The Ukrainian na- 
tional assembly has fled and a pro- 
visional government has been estab- 
lished by the captors of the city, 
which apparently are commanded 
by General Denikine, leader of the 
anti-Lolshevist forces. 


The Ukraine became a republic 
during the disorder in Russia after 
the overthrow of the Kerensky gov- 
ernment in November, 1917.

resulting in the defeat of the Bol- 
sheviki. The Ukrainain govern- 
ment mac? peace with Germany at 
3rest-Litovsk, a few days before 
the Russian Bolshevik 
also agreed to the

The Ukrainian government was 
overthrown last May and General 
Skoropadski became dictator under 
the title of hetman, but he has had 
difficulty in maintaining order there 
although assisted by the AuUstro- 
Germans.

Four-Minute men from all over 
Georgia and Alabama attended the 
state conference of Four-Minute men 
held yesterday in Birmingham for 
the purpose of planning fullv the 
after-the-war policies of that organ- 
ization in the south. 

W. Curtis Nicholson, associate na- 
tional director of the Four-Minute 
men of Washington, attended the 
state conference, and in detailing 
the issues that must be met in the 
next few months, Mr. Nicholson said 
in part: . 

‘‘Never in the history of any country has 
more loyal and effective citizenship been 
than during the present national emergency. 
When the call came our boys sprang to 
arms and were a vital factor in the winning 
of the war as they stood beside their 
allies in the trenches of France, but 
there was another line of defense just as 
important and necessary for ultimate victory. 
This was located here at home, and a noble 
army of men and women, who valiantly and 
sacrificingly held this line from mainutain- 
ing the morale of the nation at home, was 
the four-minute mep.

U.S. NAVAL EXPANSION 
FAVORED BY DANIELS 


Washington, November $0.—Con- 
tinued naval expansion by the Unit- 
ed States without regard at present 
for possible decisions of the peace 
eonference, the formation of a 
league of nations or reduction of 
armament, was recommended to 
congress today by Secretary Daniels 
conference with the 
house naval committee, which is 
framing the 1920 naval appropria- 
tion bill. 

Discussion with the sec: tary 
largely concerned the league of na- 
tions and disarmament, called for in 
President Wilson’s fourteen peace 
principles. Mr. Daniels insisted that 
construction should proceed because 
these questions are for future set- 
tlement and no one can foresee the 
decision. 

Secretary Daniels said he favored 
aleague of nations, without which, 
he thought, a great fruit of the war 
would be lost. As such a league 
would require an international po- 
lice force of sufficient power to

Opinion of James L. Mayson, City Attorney. 

Mr. George F. Eubanks—Dear Sir: Reply- 
ing to your request for an opinion as to 
the power of the board of education to 
raise the salaries of the teachers of the 
public schools, I beg to advise that the 
present or future boards can do so: for the 
reason that, while the charter amendment, 
new board, provides that these 
shall not be changed, 
during the present scholastic term, I find 
that no salaries have been fixed. Thence, 
the provision is non-effective. 

If the salaries had been fixed by the 
present board, they could’ not be changed, 
under the charter amendment, not having 
been fixed, they can be raised, if mcauey is 
provided. 

This opinion is based on the action taken 
by the present board, on June &, 1918, 
whereby the hoard resolved not to fix the 
salaries, because of pending application for 
and simply provided a minimuin 
salary, not less than then paid, until council 
acted. 

There being no further action bv the 
board than this, it remains that no salaries 
were determined or fixed, but the matter of 
naming salaries was passed until after ac- 
tion by council on the petition to raise 
salaries. The charter amendment having 
been enacted in the meantime, it remains 
that the clause referring to salaries, as now 
fixed, can not be operative because there is 
nothing to operate on and the salaries are 
an open question and can be raised 
whenever the board gets enough money.

New York, November 20.—Reports 
that the Lritish allotment of ocean 
tonnage for December shipment has 
been increased from 150,000 to about 
200,000 bales was considered an im- 
portant factor on the advance in 
cotton prices here today.
